Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant's arguments 9/10/2009 in conjunction with the newly amended claims 
1 , 5, 20 - 22, 25 - 29, 32, 34 and 36 - 39 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. 

The following is an examiner's statement of additional reasons for allowance: the 
prior art on the record, the combination of Narusawa in view of Leslie in view of 
Kitamura teaches certain aspects of the current application, involving a printer 
transmitting print previews to hosts along with setting modified in the system. 

However the prior art fails to teach or suggest alone or in combination the 
limitations in which a printer extracts data from a removable media and generates a 
print data preview which can be modified either at the printer or transmitted from the 
printer to a remote host in which a user is required to operate a plurality of buttons on 
the printer itself. Prior art is further silent on motivation to combine such features and 
functionality and is therefore deemed allowable.
